LOCUS? BEETLES ARE 


DESTROYING 


Bore Holes in Maples and Deposi 


' Their ' Eggs -Resemble 
the 


Grasshopper. 


Owners of large maple trees have 


been complaining during the last few 
days that-their trees were dying and 
an 
investigation 
that 
was 
made 


shows that the trees'- in some locali- 
ties are literally .covered with locust 
beetles that are boring holes into the 
trees and slowly killing them. 


Up to the presenf time no remedy 


has been found to get rid 
of the 


locusts and the people who own shade 
trees are on. the verge, of despair. 
Many of them 
have covered 
their' 


trees with .insect powder -but it did 
not prove .as. a poison to kill the de- 
structive insects. 
""The -locust resembles a .grasshop- 
per in appearance 
and 
sometimes 


, they are called seventeen year locusts 
'and 'sometimes :eleven' year locusts. 
The locust beetle on the other -hand 
has no fixed,tim.e to make is.appear- 
ance and resembles -a.-large wasp in 
appearance.- Its •-body 
is -brownish 


black and -is striped with yellow. The 
insects-on the trees in the city are 
mostly locust -beetles,-'and these in- 
sects which are -'-more .destructive -,o. 
wood than the locust, fly in nuse 
swarms similar to 'the common locust., 


On the back of the locust beetle 


is'a long stinger or 
stiff prong-re- 


sembling ebony and with this instru- 
ment the insect bores a hole into the 
tree in which to lay its eggs. The 
.larvae hatch'out in a short time and. 
begin their" -destructive career 
as

easy to subdue it. The Japanese peo- 
ple have come to regard themselves 
as invincible anfl it is difficult for them 
now to comprehend the virtues 
of 


moderation. The peace of Portsmouth 
does not satisfy them. They grumble 
because, as they put it, diplomacy has 
cheated them of the 
fruits of their 


courage and skill. 


Of. course, the long-headed, wise 


Japanese statesmen know differently. 
They know just how far Japan was 
able to go and that she -had reached 
pretty near the limit of 
endurance. 


They know also how vast has 
been 


the gain of Japan by the war and 
how little more she could achieve by 
continuing it. 
They know that in re- 


ality, instead of being 
cheated 
at 


Portsmouth they achieved a substan- 
tial diplomatic triumph in concluding 
a. peace at a time when Japan had 
everything to lose and little to gain 
by continuing the conflict, while Rus- 
sia had little to lose and 'possibility 
of much to gain by keeping it up. 


The task of the Japanese leaders 


Is now to let their people down, to a 
level of common sense without losing 
their influence over them. 
It is not 


an easy task, but they have displayed 
so much genius in other 
ways .that 


they will probably succeed in this. 


Then the Japanese 
people 
must 


learn how to utilize to the utmost the 
advantages they have gained, and see 
if they can win in the 
conflicts of 


peace, the competitions of commerce, 
as they have won in the conflicts of 
war. 


HOURS OF LABOR. 


It would be better to go back to 


barbarism if the progress of civiliza- 
tion did not make the average condi- 
tions- o£ life better and easier. 
All 


the discoveries 
of science, 
all the 


achievements of inventive genius, all 
the power ol steam and electricity, 
all the wonders of new machinery, 
•would mean little of they did not re- 
sult both in shortening the hours la- 
bor and in widening the area of op- 
portunity. 
Such, in fact,' nas been 


the result of the progress of the past 
.century. There can be no doubt that 
labor Is better off by reason 
of the 


scientific inventions 
and discoveries 


and that the advance of civilization 
has made life on the whole 
better 


worth, living, says the 
"vV'all Street 


Journal. 
/ 


John Mitchell in demanding the es- 


tablishment of an 
eight-hour day in 


the anthracite 
coal mines, 
asserts 


that the miners can accomplish more 
work -in eight hours than, in ten, and 
there is probably a -large basis of 
truth In this 
claim. 
The 
world' is 


learning to 
do more work 
in less 


hours. On the whole, those industries 
turn out the most and the best work 
where the workers are 
l best housed, 


best treated, best paid \and are not 
overburdened.. There has . been: in 
the past 
century :.a remarkable 
de- 


crease in the hours of labor in all de- 
partments,, of endeavor. 
This is not 


only true in those 
industries which 


have the benefit of highly 
organized 


labor 
but in other 
departments • of 


business. 
Merchants 
and 
bankers 


keep much shorter hours than they 
did a century ago, or 
even a half 


century ago, and yet accomplish much 
more in the time they do devote to 
labor. There is an intenser concen- 
tration that achieves more in. six and 
eight hours than, was formerly turned 
out in ten and twelve hours. 
The 


world perhaps works harder than it 
did fifty years ago, but it works few- 
er hours and has therefore more time 
for recreation. .And 
this 
fact is a 


legitimate 
proof 
of the 
progress 


which' has been made 
by scientific 


achievements and inventions. 
It is 


quite possible to conceive of a 
time 


.when by reason of improved process- 
es of production 
the world will be 


able to accomplish in five days what 
has been done with difficulty in yix 
days. 


The ideal to tie aimed at is not a 


-world in which labor shall be elimi- 
nated, for this earth would be a very 
dreary and uncomfortable 
place 
in 


which there was nothing to do. The 
ideal is an abundance of work for all, 
but work under the best possible con- 
'dltions. 
The anthracite coal miners 


have a right to their share of the 
Improvement which has taken place 
.and is taking place in the world con- 
ditions of labor. 
It must 
be acxmit- 


,ted, however, that labor has not tak- 
en advantage to the fullest extent of 
•the improved conditions which it en- 
joys. 
In many tratJes, anU notably 


among the 
miners 
the increase 
in 


wages and the shortening of hours of 
labor have to some extent resulted in 
increased 
intemperance. 
This 
fact 


was commented upon during the re- 
cent visit of President Roosevelt at 
Wilkes-Barre. 


Eut while this N may be true as re- 


gards perhaps the mass yet it must 
likewise be true that many laborers 
not only In the coal fields but in all 
other branches of trade, are putting 
to good uses the opportunity afforded 
them 
by their 
higher 
wages and 


shorter hours of labor. 


LETTING THE PEOPLE DOWN. 


. The Japanese must gain one more 
victory.

from the old barn. 
This may sound 


like a big fish yarn in the east but it 
is a fact nevertheless. 


At Salem is located the capitol of 


Oregon.

This in -turn makes 


a demand for farm produce so that 
all in all., Salem is a busy city. An- 
other run by train and we stop off at 
Oregon City. Willammet'te .Falls are 
here and capitalists are multiplying 
their 
millions through 
the water 


power thus provided by nature. 


Small steamboats pass and repass 


by the use of locks, but no very large 
vessels ply the river further tip than 
this place. With the exception' of one 
business street along the canon by 
the river, the city is on a very high 
table land on either side.

with 


Portland via steam railroad, electric 
lines, or boat. 
Besides running the 


many huge mills and 
factories at

I might say that-I have vis- 
ited some of the farms at Portland 
belonging to the Ladd Estate. One 
farm of 1.300 acres is wholly within 
the city limits. This is under a high 
State .of cultivation,. and .. is highly 
stocked.- • None but registered stock 
is kept: Cattle; hogs, sheep and poul- 
try are 
handled 
regardless of ex- 


pense. 
Three hundred cows are now 


milking. 
Other 
stock 
is kept 
in 


proportionately large numbers. The 
general 
superintendent 
of 
these 


farms is F. E. McEldowney. 
Some 


of our Rock county people have met 
Mr. ^McEldowney, 
he. having 
made 


several trips to Wisconsin where he 
has bought the best stock that,was 
for sale. 
He has at different times 


bought animals from the Brown Bes- 
sie herd of H. C. Taylor at Orford- 
ville. 


After all, diversified farming pays 


the best as a rule. "Small farms'-' is 
the cry. Thorough cultivation is the 
motto. 
To my 
young Rock ' county 


farmer friends I will say: if rich, go 
or stay anywhere you please. If very 
poor, stay where you are until you 
get something. If you have a few 
hundred dollars,' "go west" and grow 
up with the country.

IMPORTATION OF CRYOLITE. 


Mineral Product Comes from Green- 


land and Is Extensively Used 


in This Country. 


There was a large falling off in the 


quantity of cryolits imported- into the 
United States In 1904. This amounted 
to *59 long tons, valued at $13,708. as 
against 7.708 long tons, valued at $102.- 
879, in 1903. This is 'the 
smallest 


quantity of cryolite imported into the 
United States since 1871. Since 1885 
the importation has, except in 1S96. 
been oyer 5.000 long tor.s a, year, and 
In 1887. 1894 and 1S97 the importation 
was over 10,000 long tons a year. 


Cryolite has been found sparingly 


at a number of localities in the United 
States, but none of the deposits has 
shown. any indication of containing 
cryolite in commercial quantity. All 
the cryolite used in this country Is 
imported from Greenland. The depos- 
its there are controlled'by the Danish 
.government, which also limits the ex- 
portation.. The- principal use of the 
imported cryolite is in the manufac- 
ture 'of aluminum and sodium salts,'. 
and H is in these processes that cal- 
citfrn' fluoride.is obtained as 
a 
by-, 


product.

from'the influences, without becomes 
constitutional and ingrained. A child 
Mbsor'os environment. If is the most 
susceptible thing in the world to influ- 
ence, and if that force be applied rigiit- 
ly and constantly when the child is iu 
its greatest receptive condition the ef- 
fect will be pronounced and immediate 
and permanent, 


Surroundings Change Children. 


There is no doubt that if a child with 


£ vicious temper be placed in an envi- 
ronment of peace and i;uiet UK- temper 
will change. Put a boy born ol" gentle 
white parents among Indians, and he 
will grow up like an Indian. Let the 
child bora of •criminal T-areuts have a 
netting of morality and decency, and 
the chances n:\> that he will not jfrow 
into a criminal, but an upright man. 
Take the girl whoso mother is way- 
ward and wanton and change her sur- 
roundings while she is still young 
enough "to be affected by the forces of 
environment, and she will develop Into 
a virtuous and moral young woman. 1 
do not say that heredity will not some- 
times assert itself to some extent, of 
course. 
V\"ben the criminal instinct 


crops out iu an individual it might ap- 
pear as If environment were leveled to 
Uic ground But In succeeding genera- 
tions the effect of constant higher en- 
vironment will become fixed.

The two forces to be considered in 


reproduction are heredity and environ- 
ment. 
A groat force is necessary to 


change- the aspect of metals. 
Great 


liuat or electricity or some such pow- 
erful Influence must be brought to bear 
upon thorn. A less potent influence 
Will work u complete change In plant 
life. A miuimitfDd degree of heat, the 
sunshine, the atmosphere, all will di- 
rectly affect the growth of plants and 
the production of fruits and flowers. 
And when we come to animal life we 
find 'that the force or influence neces- 
sary to effect a transformation is very 
slight. That is why environment plays 
sucu.an important part In the develop- 
ment of man. 


Environment and Heredity. 


In 
child rearing environment 
is 


equally essential with heredity. Mind 
you, 
1 do not say-that heredity is ot no 


consequence. It is a great factor and 
often makes environment almost use- 
less. When the hereditary instincts are 
indelibly ingrained environment will 
have a hard battle to effect a change 
in the child, but that a change can be j 
wrought by the surroundings we all 
know. The particular subject may be 
stubborn against the influences of en- 
vironment, but repeated application to 
the same modifying forces in succeed- 
ing generations will accomplish the de- 
sired objects. 


All animal life is sensitive to envi- 


ronment. ^'ou cau change the oyster 
by gradually changing its environment, 
and you kuow the oyster is a very low 
type of .Ufe. Take an ox. a horse, a 
dog. a man, and that which often 
counts most in the development of 
each is environment. Of all animate 
things use child is the most sensitive. ^ 
Surroundings act upon it as the outside ] 
work acts upon the plate In the cam- 
era. 
Every possible intUiem'e acting 


exteriorly wili leave its Impress on (ho 
chiid. and (lie traits which it iiihi-i-itc,l 
will be overcome ti> a certain extent, in 
many cases almost being, even moro 
apparent than heredity. Tin; child is 
like a cut diamond, its many facets re- 
ceiving Impressions not possible to a 
pebble, with this difference, however.

Many years will be consumed before 
the linished work is attained, but it is 
sure to come.

the many peoples that make up this 
nation will sho\v In the composite with 
many of the evil characteristics re- 
moved, and the linished product will be 
the race of the future. 


In my work with plants and flowers 


I introduce' color here, shape theiv, 
size or perfume, according to the prod- 
uct desired. 
In such processes the 


teachings of nature are followed. 
Its 


great forces only are employed. All 
that has been done for plants and 
flowers nature has already accomplish- 
ed for the American people. 'By the 
crossing of bloods strength has iu one 
instance been secured, in another iu- 
tollectuality, in still another moral 
force. Nature alone could do this. The 
work of man's head and hand could 
not be summoned to prescribe for tho 
development of a race.

A preconceived 
and mapped out 


crossing of bloods finds no place in the 
making of peoples and nations. But 
when nature has already done its 
duty and the crossing leaves a product 
which in the rough displays tho best 
humau attributes all that Is left to be 
done falls to environment. 


Greatest In Man Not Yet Attained. 
Man has by no means reached the ul- 


timate. The fittest has not yet surviv- 
ed. Iu -tfie process of elimination the 
weaker will fall. The fittest of tho fu- 
ture is not the tlttcst of the past. With 
proper rearing aud education of the 
child a race will evolve which will be 
the morally beautiful and the Intellec- 
tually lit. I do not think that man to- 
day has attained tho greatest that Is 
in "him. 
Wo have what are popularly 


known as live senses, but there are 
men of strong minds whose reasoning 
has rarely been at fault and who arc- 
i-oldly scientific in thoir methods, who 
attes't to the possibility of yet develop- 
ing a sixth sense. Who is lie that can 
say man will not develop iy>\v senses 
as evolution advances'.'

As 
time goes on iu Its endless aud cease- 
less course environment will crystallize 
tho. American nation. Its varying ele- 
ments will become' unified, and the

The battal- 
ions number from ifSS to 40-1, giving a 
total of from 4^0,000 to 450.000 bayo- 
nets.

all kinds of fevers, including malarial 
fever, but there has been a great de- 
mand this summer for more upon the 
subject of 'malaria, or ague, as it is 
popularly called. 


If I were to go into a detailed or 


technical description of 
the sickness 


called ague, I would use up all of tho 
space that is aUoted to me, and you 
would receive no practical information. 
I think you are able to recognize the 
disease. 
Formerly it was supposed 


that ague was caused solely by damp, 
marshy lands and damp cellars, be- 
cause of its being more prevalent in 
such places, but it has, during recent 
years, been quite conclusively demon- 
strated that the cause originates *h the 
bite of certain kinds of mosquitoes, 
and that one may, with perfect safety 
and freedom from malaria, sleep for 
months in the open air of the worst 
kinds of swampy places, if fully pro- 
tected from the bites of mosquitoes. 
Recent research also demonstrated that 
this knowledge was common property 
over 2,000 years ago, and that several 
hundred kinds of 
mosquitoes 
were 


known and classified. 
Now, while I 


am convinced that the bite of the poi- 
sonous insec't is the cause, I do not 
believe that a person in perfr»t health 
would suffer, anil, In fact, experience 
proves that many people are.immune, 
aUhciugh exposed to' the same cause. 


Our lesson is, therefore, keep ;the 


blood pure and the alimentary canal 
free from impurities. 
The right kind 


of food in the right quantities 
and 


property eaten, with sanitary sur- 
roundings is tne safeguard which must 
be used for prevention. 


First, good, wholesome food that is 


not difficult to digest; second, not to 
overeat; third, to masticate ail food 
very thoroughly; fourth, 
no liquids 


while eating; fifth, an abundance of 
pure water between meals ajid 
on 


arising in the morning; sixth, a good 
•warm bath, with plenty of soap and 
water at least twice a week; seventh, 
a perfect emptying of the colon at least 
once daily. 
This is a very important 


point in the prevention of successful 
home treatment of ague. 
• Tie disease 


is much more likely to be fastened to 
one whose colon is filled with stagnant 
and impacted matter which 
should 


have been promptly eliminated. If. 
there is the slightest signs of constipa- 
tion, the colon should be thoroughly 
cleansed by the use o£ from two to 
three quarts of warm water, in which 
has been dissolved on* teaspoontul 
of salt to the quart of water. 
This 


should be injected.- by means of a 
long, flexible soft, rubber tube, called 
a colon tube, such as is used in hos- 
pitals in administering what is called 


i a "high ei?ema,"
